tarmer should be vitally interested in 


keeping records of his milk cows. Men 
engaged in dairy farming should not 


value of records. The general farmer 
who keeps from four to ten milk cows. 
should know about what each cow pro- 
duces. He does not only require her 
to produce a good calf, but he is in- 


week. 

Poor cows are the weeds of the herd, 
and certainly low producing cows are 
as unproductive as weeds. Milk can 
only be produced economically by keep- 
ing those coéws which are known to be 


capable of high production. Poor cows 


consume more feed in proportion to 
the amount of milk they produce and 
ducing cows. 
Keep records of your herd and know 
each cow as an individual, and aban- 

don the old idea that the herd is pro- 
ducing so much—it’s this cow or that 
cow that is producing so much, BY 
improving the individuals the a 

Will take care of itself. The r 
bers are easily detected where records 
are kept, and if a cow does not pay 
her way she should be eliminated from 
the herd. 
Simple records should be kept from 
day to day, and the only way to do 
this is to systematically weigh, sample, 
and test the milk of each cow in the 
herd through the milking season. Short 
tests are not real indications of a cow’s 
real worth. Some cows may milk well 
for a time, but are not persistent milk- 
ers, while others may show a better 
average where the testing extends 

throughout the entire lactation period. 

The time required to keep records is 
very little and it is a great time and 
labor saver because it shows which 

cows: will give profitable returns. 

Weighing and taking samples ot the 


{milk night and morning on three days. 


each month, ten days apart, will show. 
the farmer the number of pounds or 


with for the year. However, the most 
accurate records will undoubtedly be 
attained by weighing and testing each 
milking. But records taken less fre- 
quently will show the average farmer 
all he requires, and, if conducted regu- 
larly throughout the lactation period of 
each cow, will furnish him with a great 
deal of valuable information about the 
possibilities of his herd. 

Weighing the milk tells only a part 
of the story. The milk must be tested 
to determine its richness. A heavy 
producing cow may not be as profitable 
as one which is not giving so much 
milk, as the low producer may yield 
more butter for each pound of milk, 
Records furnish many surprises where 
properly kept.
